Then there is a provision that the “power
snd authority ot the Imperial Parlisment™
shall in no wise be diminished or restrained
by anything herein contained—a clause ob-
viously inserted to scothe the fears of the
Unionists. who attach much meaning even
to a verbal recognition of the sovereigniy of
the Westminster Parliament.

Some points in these provisions are nota-
bly worth eomparison with Mr. Gladstone's
first home rule bill. First probably in im-
portance, there is only one legislative body
proposed. The Scotch Parliament will be a
demoeratic body, having no check upon its
legislation exeept the reference to the
judicial committee on the Privy Council,
which will determine as to the validity of any
bill on the simple issue whether it is within
the Constitution or not.

_ One Point of Difference From Ireland.

Next, the bill ignores the guestion of
police control, simply because the powers
conferred on the Executive and Legislature
give them thst eontrol. The matter needs
no special clouse for its adjustmeng Ire-
land, withyits semi-military constabulary,
has its peeuliar diffienlty, Then, ss to
judges, the appointments shall rest with the
crown; but the Parliament evidently, sc-
cording to the bill, will have power of pro-
test and practically of removal

The Scotch-Liberal members have been
whole-hearted towsard their Irish confreres
in preparing the bill. If the Irish people
accept the main proposals, Mr. Gladstone's
way toward his coming home rule messure
has now been paved. At the same time,
once the more urgent Irish bill is disposed
of, the Scotch members will brook no delsy
in the acceptance of their proposals.

A PARISIAN BANK CRASH.

One of the Directors a Suicide, Anothera
Juil Bird and Two Others Fugitives
From Jostice—Government Secnrities
Are Sguandered In Epreulation,

Parrs, March 19 —The Banque Gen-
erale Chemin de Feret Industrie sus-
pended to-day. One of the directors has
committed suicide, two have absconded and
one has been arrested. The bank specu-
lated in French, Spanish and Russian se-
curities. The liabilities amount to 24,000,-
000 francs and the assets to 5,000,000, The
tailure had no effect on the Bourse.

The resson sssigned for the suicide and
flight is that the authorities were about to
institute legal proceedings against the di-
rectors of the bank on the charge of fraudu-
lent bankruptey and of obtaining money
under false pretenses. The bank dealt
largely in the French national loan of 1891,

received subseriptions to the loan for
upward of 2,000,000 francs It is all
that, instead of applving the money thus
obtained to the purc of shares of the
loan, the directors used the funds for other
purposes, generally in industrial and mining
speoulstions.

In July next the bank would have been
abliged to hand over to the subscribers to
the fund the stock certificates, the money
for which the directors had spent in specu-
lation. As the directors bhad no other seouri-
ties to mect the deficit, and as the capital
of the concern amounted to only 6,000,000
franes, the bank would be placed in a very
a:nbarrassing situation when the time ar-
rived for settling with the creditors. The
bank did & considerable business, its opera-
tions bein read over & large part oipetbe
country. sll‘ZId branches in 16 provincial
towns and had two branches beside the
central office in this city. Its clientage was
very extensive,

BENEFITS OF A SUGAR BOUNTY.

The Western Reserve Going to Turn Out
Lots of Maple and Boet.

CLEvVELAND, O., March 19 —[Special }—
The maple sugur camps of Northern Ohio
are having & busy season, and the 2 cents a
pound bounty promises to considerably in-
crease the production. But asitis only
paid to producers who make 500 pounds a
vesr or more, it will benefit only a emall
fraction of the maple sugar makers of the
Reserve. Nearly all the maple sugar
made in Ohio comes from  the
28  counties composing  this  in-
ternal revenue  distriet, ®the  total
&;gduction of the distriet exceeding 1.400,-

pounds last year. Only 198 licenses
have been granted by Collector Gabriel,
und the total utimakg produetion by these
applicants was 200,000 pounds. Six-sev-
enths of the sugar made in the Reserve will
derive no henrg: from the bounty, and con-
siderable feeling is manifested by small
producers over the diserimination. Politi-
cally, the bounty gives Collector Gabriel
more patron:gt to distribute, ten weighers
being deemed necessary to carry out the
provisions of the law.

The raising of sugar beets is being vigor-
ously discussed among the farwners in North-
ern Ohio, and steps are being taken to build
up the beet sugar industry. Between 300
and 400 farmers about Norwalk have pledged
themselves to maise sugar beets next vear,
and a large factory for the manufacture of
best sugar will be built this sprinz. The
interest about Findlay has resulted in plans
for a factory, and agitation is going on at
other pointe. If Representative Camev's
bill to par a State bounty of a cent a pound
besides the Federal hounty, becomes a law,
the beet sugar indusiry will boom in North-
ern Ohio.

NATURAL GAS GIVES OUL

The Failare of the Fuel Compels an Indiana
Factory to Shat Down,

Fr. WAYXE, IND., March 19.—The clos-
ing down of the big window glass factory at
Spiceland, Ind., yesterday because of a total
failure of its natural gas supply, ‘renders the
manufactarers in other portions of the In-
dians belt aag:ehenaivc lest a similar
fate is in store for them.

The supply of at Spieeland, which is
on the mwrne%‘g.e of the belt, has heen
failing gradually, and efforts were made to
incresss the pressure by drilling new wells,
but these latter failed to bring about the de-
gired result, and the shutdown was made
imperative.

THE NEW DIRECT PROCESS

Has Beem in Practical Operation
During the Past Week.

MANY WORKERS MISS POSITIONS,

And the Wages of the Others Will Be
Arranged on a New Basis.

THE DETAILS ARE A TRADE SECRET

Carnegie, Phipps & Co. have in the past
week introduced into their Homestead
works a new method of making steel with
wonderful success, and, it is stated, on the
best authority, that it is ined to revolu-
tionize the iron and steel industries of the
world. Such a change was intimated in
THE DISPATCH ten days sgo. when 300 em-
ployes were discharged, but as the new pro-
cess was then but in a state of development,
nothing definite eould be learned eoncerning
the new era.

The system just inaugurated at the Home-
stead plant 15 known as the “‘direct process™
of making steel, and though hitherto
experimented with both at home and abroad,
has not proved suecessful until the present
time, under the management of the Home-
stead steel works. That the new process is
& success is evidenced by the fact that the
management has notified the men in the de-
partments where the new process has been
put into praetice that the new seales now
being formulated shall be based with =
view to the conditions of affairs to obtain in
the fature at the works

The Workers Do Not Like It

The men In the Homestead worksare lond
in their denuneciation of the new method, as
it means the cheapening of the product and
an iocalenlable eurtailment of fornacs
erews, and those who contribute their skill
and labor toward the production of a ton of
steel. It was predicted at first that the ex-
periment would prove a failure as it bad in
other places where tried, but those who
were free to propheey such a thing are now
filled with concern and consternation. Bus
to offset all those who have decried the in.
novation there were others who mors than
two years ago were confident of its success.

Of course, as this new method in making
steel is still in its infancy—being buta
week old—it would be rash to say that
it will at once revolutionize the metal in-
dustry, but it is past the experimental stags
snd it will have the effect of arresting pro-
gress in other plants until & clearer cone
ception fills the miuds of manufaeturars of
what this new move on the Carpegie chess-
board portends.

The Details & Trade Secret.

As the details gf the process are a trads
secret and can only be adapted to such a
plant as the one at Homestsad, the firm has
no fear of competition, and expeet a prae-
tieal monopoly of the steel trade of the
future. .

In the old method of making steel by the
open-hearth process it was considered good
practice to turn ont two heata in the 24
hours, With the new process it is possible
to make four heats in the same time, and it
is expected that this will be improved upon
in time. Some of the steel has already
been rolled into plates, beams, shapes and
billets and surpasses in quality aoy hitherto
made as the tests have demonstrated.

The exact saving in labor and expenses
which will be made by this new process bas
not yet been figured out, but it will bea
most decided ehange. One official stated
yesterday that he believed steel could be
produced at least one-third cheaper than
under the old method.
